Again We Ask Frankness 


The .Mayor and (Mty Legal Department .neem to be 
rrncerned oicr a recent letter on “ Our ( ity Taxes“ ad- 
drc.ssed to Lincoln Taxpayers and Voters. 


The purpose of the letter was to call attention to 
our fa.Ht growing city taxes and particularly to that 
part of them illegally levied and collected, amounting 
to more than a (¡uarter of a million dollars. 
It also 
called attcntiim to the general policy of the present 
adniinisfration in concealing the facts and to th-eir lack 
of frankness as to the various sources of the city’s 
income and the manner in which it is spent. 


The last report of the ( ’ity Clerk contains a sum­ 
mary of our city tax levy for the current year. It dis­ 
closes that the total levy amounts to nearly .$790,000. 
Only alwut $.)25,000 of (his sum is legallv levied. The 
balance, atwut $2r».n000. is illegally levied and exceeds 
the ( harfer limit In more than ho'^.

complished by le\ying taxes for general purposes 
which exceed the $500,000 ('barter limit and also hy 
leiving, in addition to the limit, other taxes which are 
not authorized.

The lei-yr of .585 mills for the .Sinking Fund Is nearly 
all itnsuthorlred and Illegal. The balance in that fund 
ivheii the levy was made was nearly *25,000 The Char­ 
ter limits such a levy, when made in addition to the 
*500,000 I'mlt as was done, to the amount necessary to 
retire such l»onds as w»ll mature during the year aiid a 
half following the levy. Dur.ng this period only about 
$40,000 In l»onds will mature, but the levy will bring In 
nearly $70.000. 


No lexy was made for the .ludgment Fund this year. 
In prior year*, howex’er, vast sums were levleel for this 
fund when In fact no Judgments existed against the city. 
The money fo pav for the Stewart Tract, about $70,000 
was raised In this wav although the Charter does not 
refer to Judgments arsing out of condemnation pro­ 
ceedings. 


The levy nf 1 mill for Ihe Park Fund Is unauthotired 
and Illegal because the money is used almost exclusively 
for operation and ma’iilensnce The Charter authorizes 
such a levy only In ca*.e the m«fney is needed for "piir- 
rhaslng, acquiring or Improving" our parks. 


I'he levy of .216 mills for the Fire Emergency Fund 
Is iinaiithorired and illegal because no "emergency" ex­ 
ite d wHhlii the ( barter provli’rn, which refers only to 
"a casually, accident «*r emergency happening after the 
annual appropriation has Keen made." 


By means of such methods of «uhterfiige and con­ 
cealment Ibis money which Is thus illegallv levied Is fre­ 
quently transferred to some other fund or purpose m- 
llrely different than that for which It was levied. In Ihe 
last five years over IlftiI.tMMt has been so transferred In 
wanton violation of the Charter, This abuse has heen 
most flagrant In transfers from the Park and ludgmeni 
Funds, and from surpluses In the Hpecial Assessment 
Funds. 


.No frank statement from the ( i l v Hall ever d scloses fhe 
large amount of monev derlverl from sources ofher than the ellv 
taxes, such as intangible tax lece’pts, poll taxe , interest on li|- 
slaJIments of Hpe«lal Yssessments. Interest on deliquent taxes of 
all kinds, profit from the Miinv Coal and Gas Station as well as 
inrome from municipal plants and activities, license fees and oc­ 
cupation taxes, Inspert’on and permit fees. 


We are told t/» refrain from criticizing our present .Mavor 
and l^gal Department, and to give them our unreserved com­ 
mendation and support, notwithstanding these plain evasions and 
violations of our (1tv ( harfer.

and from taking an esthetic pleas­

It is relatively unimportant to 
teach a

child to

names of colors, but It is extreme­ 
ly important to give him a great 
deal of color experience, and to 
permit him to play freely with col­ 
or materials 
Among the best materials for this 
purpose are sets of one-inch color 
rubes and yellow, orange, red. blue.

These may be 
brought in large quantities from 
an* kindergarten supply house.

Again We Ask Frankness 


The Mayor and C ’fly Legal Department aet in to he 
run cerned over a recent letter on "Our City Taxes” ad­ 
dressed to Lincoln Taxpayers and Voters 


I ha* purpose of the letter was to rail attention to 
our fast growing city taxes and particularly to that 
part of them illegally levied and collected, amounting 
to more than a quarter of a million dollar*. 
It also 
called attention to the general policy of the present 
administration In concealing the fact* and to thi ir lack 
of frankness as to the various sources of the city’s 
income and the manner in which it is spent. 


The last report of the Lily Clerk contains ii sum­ 
mary of our city tax levy for the current year. 
It dis­ 
closes that the total levy amounts lo nearly $790,000. 
Only about $525,000 of this sum is legally levied. The 
balance, about $265,000, is illegally levied and exceeds 
the Charter limit by more than 50%. 
This was ac­ 
complished 
by levying taxes for general purposes 
which exceed the $500,000 Charter limit and also by 
levying, in addition to the limit, other taxes which are 
not authorized.

The levy of I mill for the Park Fund I* unauthorised 
and Illegal because the money Is used almost exclusive!# 
for operation and m a'ntensnce The Charter authorlie* 
such a levy only In case the money is needed for “pur­ 
chasing, acquiring or improving” our parks. 


The levy of .216 mills for the Fire Emergency Fund 
Is unauthorired and Illegal because no "emergency" ex ­ 
isted w ithin the Charter provit'on, w-tilrh refers only to 
“a casualty, accident or emergency happening after the 
annual appropriation has been made.” 


By m eans of such methods of *uhterfuge and con­ 
cealment this money which Is thus illegally levied Is fre­ 
quently transferred to some other fund or purpose en ­ 
tirely different than that for which H was levied. In Ihe 
last five years over $160,000 baa been so transferred In 
wanton violation of the Charter. This abuse has been 
most flagrant in transfers from the Park and Judgment 
Funds, and from surpluses in the Hpecial Assessment 
Funds. 


No frank statem ent from the City Hall ever d ariose* lh# 
large amount of money derived from sources other than the city 
taxes, such as intangible tax receipts, poll taxe . Interest on In* 
stallm fnts of Special Assessments, interest on deliquent taxes of 
all kinds, profit from the Muny Coal and Ga* Station as well a* 
income from municipal plants and activities, license fees and oc­ 
cupation taxes, Inspect’on and permit fees. 


'W e are told to refrain from criticising our present M ayer 
and Legal Department, and to give them our unreserved com ­ 
mendation and support, notwithstanding these plain evasions and 
violations of our City Charter. It la our law for the conduct of 
our City's affairs, despite the fact that the only defense put forth 
in their behalf is that “neeeisity knows no law "

aa a candidate for Mayor. He can be depended upon to b# con- 
ssrTxtlve and yet liberal In providing for the city’s needs. We are 
entering upon an era of expansion which will require the most ex­ 
perienced and careful management of the City’* business.

Bunions, of general interest? I ll 
say they are. Miss L. Bunions, corns 
and itching seem to be universal ac­ 
complishments, according to my cor- 
.•espondence 
A bunion is an enlargement of 
the large Joint of the great toe. If 
it becomes inflamed, pus may form. 
It Is caused by shoes ‘or even stock­ 
ings) that are too short 
It may 
fake only one pair of shoes to pro­ 
duce one. They arc not infrequently 
produced in childhood when chil­ 
dren have shoes bought for them 
that do not allow for the growth of 
their feet. It is verv poor economy 
not to throw away, if you can't give 
away ill-fitting shoes 
A bunion may accompany fallen 
arches, but It Is not necessarily 
caused by 'hem for many who have 
fallen arches do not have them, 
and vice versa 
Mild cases of bunions may be cor­ 
rected by wearing shoes that have 
a straight inner edge gnd wide 
enough to give sufficient room. 
Manipulation and exercise of the of- 
endlng toe at night, and the appli­ 
cation of a splint, along the Inner 
side of the foot, with the toe 
strapped to it, may help In these 
milder cases. Bunion pads may also 
help. 
These can be purchased in 
drugstores.
